HUGHES RUDD: THERE WAS A CORDIAL START TODAY TO A NEW 
ROUND OF SOVIET-AMERICAN STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION TALKS 
IN MOSCOW. SECSTATE VANCE AND SOVIET LEADER BREZHNEV 
EXCHANGED THE CUSTOMARY PLEASANTRIES FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
PHOTOGRAPHERS, AND THEN THEY GOT DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

KALB: THE KREMLIN WAS ENSHROUDED IN A WET, GREY MORNING 
POLKADOTTED WITH LIGHT SNOW AS THE VANCE-BREZHNEV TALKS 
OPENED HERE, THESE TALKS REPRESENTING THE FIRST FACE-TO- 
FACE CONTACTS BETWEEN THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION AND THE 
LEADERS OF THE KREMLIN. NO AMERICAN ON-THE-SPOT NEWS 
COVERAGE OR FILM OF THIS MEETING, DUE TO COMPLICATIONS. 

MORE ABOUT THIS LATER. BUT THE TALKS INSIDE THIS COL- 
LECTION OF OLD ROYAL PALACES DATING BACK TO THE DAYS OF 
THE CZARS, THESE TALKS COME AT A TIME OF STRAINED RELA- 
TIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES DUE IN PART TO THE ISSUE 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS. 

THE TWO SIDES ARE TRYING TO BREAK THE STALEMATE BLOCKING 
THE NEW AGREEMENT TO CONTROL NUCLEAR WEAPONS. A US 
SPOKESMAN SAID THE ATMOSPHERE AT THE START OF THE TALKS 

WAS CORDIAL AND VERY WARM. THE RUSSIANS WERE ALSO RE- 
PORTED TO BE UNHAPPY THAT AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS WERE NOT 
PRESENT TO TAKE PICTURES THAT BREZHNEV SAID WOULD BE GOOD 
MEMORIES 100 YEARS FROM NOW. 

THE TALKS GOT STARTED AFTER A FLAP DEVELOPED BETWEEN THE 
FIFTEEN OR SO AMERICAN REPORTERS TRAVELLING WITH VANCE, 

AND WITH THE KREMLIN. THE REPORTERS WERE IN THE PRESS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ROOM AT THE INTOURIST HOTEL WHEN THE TALKS BEGAN. WHAT 
HAPPENED WAS THAT A POOL OF SEVEN AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS 
HAD BEEN AUTHORIZED BY THE KREMLIN TO COVER THE OPENING OF 
THE TALKS, BUT THE AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS PASSED THE WORD 
THAT UNLESS ALL THE CORRESPONDENTS WERE ADMITTED AS THEY 
WERE AT LAST YEAR'S TALKS, NONE WOULD GO. A US SPOKESMAN 
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SAID VANCE HAD PERSONALLY INTERCEDED, SUGGESTING THAT THE 
RUSSIANS ALLOW FIFTEEN AMERICANS IN, BUT THE WORD CAME 
BACK THAT THE RUSSIANS WERE STICKING WITH THEIR ORIGINAL 
NUMBER OF SEVEN. SO, NO AMERICAN REPORTERS WERE THERE. 

BOTH SIDES WILL ENGAGE IN HARD BARGAINING, BOTH SIDES 
EXPECTED TO HANG TOUGH, PARTICUARLY AT THE OUTSET OF THESE 
NEGOTIATIONS. AT THIS POINT, NO ONE CAN SAY FOR SURE
